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Making the Most from Milk 


By GEORGE M. DACY 


HIS isn’t a get-rich-quick story, neither is it an 
| attempt to modernize the Arabian Nights. It has 
to do with a farmer, James A. Bellwood, who failed 


in beef production after making a good start solely be- 
cause of animal disease and infection which ultimately 
led to his farm being placed under quarantine for a period 
of five years. Most farmers would have been disheartened. 
Not so with Bellwood. He began dairying on a small 
scale with the determination to succeed and today he 
operates a model milk farm and owns a herd of Holsteins 
which would be difficult to duplicate. 

Mr. Bellwood operated with cows on a small scale 
to begin with, devoting all his surplus earnings towards 
the improvement of his herd and dairy equipment. Origi- 
nally his land was poor and worn out. He did not believe 
in commercial fertilizers. He was an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of barnyard manure. In the region where he lives 
he has successfully violated every local farming tradition. 
Usually Bellwood does just the reverse of the local method 
of rotation or crop production and invariably he wins 
out. 

The writer visited the Bellwood Farm expecting to see 
a place similar in dairy management to the general run 
of milk farms. He was pleased to find that the place was 
so different from the average dairy farm that its cropping 
calendar really was a novelty. One hundred and fifty 
grade and purebred Holsteins are kept in the herd, the 
surplus young stock being sold at the age of one week 
or ten days. By judicious advertising and by selling stock 
wholly as represented Mr. Bellwood has been able to 
build up a fine trade via the mail order system to the ex- 
tent that his surplus is sold weeks in advance of the dates 
for shipment. He gets from $20 to $25 apiece for grade 
heifer calves seven days old, while purebred bulls and 
heifers sell for from $50 to $250 dependent on their breed- 
ing and the production records of their dams. . 

During seven months of the year grain is a minus 
quantity in the Bellwood ration. During this period the 
cows are held at maximum production by being pastured

on a sequence of grazing crops which are adapted to the 
locality. These crops may not be available in northern 
sections but similar crops of local adaptation may be profit- 
— used for a portion of the year in every dairying sec- 
ion. 

The Bellwood cows graze on crimson clover, white 
blooming crimson clover, winter. rye, spring oats, barley, 
field peas and oats, red clover and oats, corn sown broad- 
cast, sorghums, cowpeas and soy beans in the order named. 
Instead of having his fields fenced, Mr. Bellwood practices 
the herding method of grazing the animals, using cheap 
labor—boys and old men unable to perform heavy, manual 
work—to look after the cows in the fields. The herding 
system permits of realizing the full forage benefits from 
each crop as the animals are not allowed to roam over 
the fields at will thus wasting much feed, but are restricted 
to a small area until they have thoroughly grazed it when 
they are moved to a fresh position. The loss of land in 
fence rows and the cost of building and maintaining 
fences are eliminated by this system. 

When Mr. Bellwood wanted a couple of silos do you 
think he visited the local dealer and bought these dairy 
conveniences? Not on your life. That is not the Bell- 
wood way of doing business. Instead with home labor he 
built two silos with a capacity for one thousand tons of 
ensilage. These silos are at one end of the dairy barn 
which is 220 by 70 feet in floor dimension. Each silo is 
30 feet square and 35 feet high with a capacity for 500 
tons. The first eight feet of silo wall is concrete while 
the balance is wood, the cost of each wooden superstruc- 
ture being $150. It consists of two by tens placed per- 
pendicularly and one foot apart. The exterior is sheathed 
while the ,interior is lathed and plastered. These silos 
have been in use for 10 years and no more ensilage has 
spoiled in them than is lost on the average dairy farm 
which is equipped with expensive, factory made silos. 

The growing of legumes and the intelligent use of 
barnyard manure explain the marked productivity of the 
Bellwood fields. As a rule the 200-acre corn crop will

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yield 75 to 80 bushels of shelled corn per acre. On the 
best land 100 bushel yields of corn are not uncommon. 
The use of good seed and the practice of frequent and 
thorough cultivation to kill weeds and to conserve mois- 
ture make the Bellwood corn crop so large. About 150 
acres are devoted to the sequence of pasture crops. This 
forage is grazed while it is young, tender and succulent. 
In the main hay crops are also harvested from the fields 
that are used as early pasturage. ; 

“I cannot afford to turn under a green crop for 
manuring purposes,” said Mr. Bellwood to the writer. 
“My plan which has made me money and enriched my 
soil is to first graze the crop and then to turn under the 
stubble. In the production of all my crops I strive to 
minimize detailed work. I aim to realize the maximum 
efficiency from three-mule teams and large, improved 
machinery. I have no fixed rotation. I endeavor to grow 
corn and wheat combined with the short season legumes. 
I crop the wheat only to get plenty of straw.” 

Mr. Bellwood has a right to feel proud of his alfalfa. 
In many competitions Bellwood alfalfa has won the blue 
ribbon in competition with alfalfa from every part of the 
world. To look at the 150 acres of alfalfa that today 
luxuriate at Bellwood you would scarcely believe that the 
first five seasons the crop was a total failure on the farm.

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Mr. Bellwood then did a lot of serious thinking. He felt 
sure that the crop would grow on his land. He finally 
decided that the trouble lay not with the crop but with 
the grower. Consequently he began an intensive study 
of alfalfa. He traveled thousands of miles and _ visited 
alfalf-ists, good, bad and indifferent, in all sections. In 
fact he preferred to talk with the men that had failed. 
Five months devoted to this work have shown large 
profits. The present alfalfa at Bellwood which yields from 
four to five tons to the acre is the direct result. Even 
with the local price of alfalfa hay at from $25 to $30 per 
ton Mr. Bellwood cannot afford to sell any hay. He 
home-feeds all of it. Annually he is increasing his alfalfa 
area about 25 acres. 

Each year at Bellwood about 300 different varieties 
of grains, grasses, hays and vegetables are produced. 
And at that this farm is not a rich man’s diversion. It is 
a dividend-paying project in every branch. In fact the 
government authorities in co-operation with several of 
the railroads keep an exhibit of farm crops all of which 
were raised under economical and profitable systems of 
management at Bellwood constantly on wheels touring the 
country in order to educate native farmers concerning 
their opportunities. Throughout the country the men- 
tion of the name “Bellwood” immediately incites interest. 
The fame of the best farmer of his section is widespread. 
The fact that Mr. Bellwood is a practical, self-made farm- 
er with actual results to substantiate his practices is worth 
more in converting the local farmers to better methods 
than all the agricultural bulletins that were ever printed. 
And at that I am in no respect attempting to belittle 
the valuable agricultural bulletin. It is simply a case that 
Mr. Bellwood. can put to route the “show-me” type of 
citizen, while often the bulletin can not. 

The home farm at Bellwood aggregates 1,500 acres 


intelligently managed will produce dependable and profit- 
able crops. 

At Bellwood two crops a year are produced on as 
much of the land as possible. On the home place about 
1,100 acres including the pastures are handled in this man- 
ner. Corn that is broadcast for early grazing later on 
is cut for ensilage. Crimson clover, white blooming crim- 
son clover and red clover yield hay as well as grazing, 
while the aftermath of the hay fields also provides more 
late pasturage. Peas and beans that are threshed for grain 
or seed furnish straw of high feeding value. ; 

Corn land is cropped in the fall to some of the winter 
cover crops that will supply early spring pasturage. 
“Double-crop and help Nature” is Mr. Bellwood’s method. 
“Keep your land stirred; do not buy anything that you 
don’t need. Home-grow all that you feed and feed all that 
you grow,” is the advice of this farmer. 

The measure of the success of a farm is the amount 
of net profit that it can show for the year. I feel sure 
that I am in no wise exaggerating when I say that exclud- 
ing the personal labor of Mr. Bellwood and his sons the 
dairy herd annually returns a net income of $10,000. The 
profit that accrues from the farm crops is not greatly out- 
distanced by the dairy income. It all is a case of a system- 
atized farm that has been thoroughly standardized by an 
efficiency expert. Waste in producing, in feeding get 
marketing has been controlled; the distribution of yard 
and the elimination of detailed work have been pro ig 
effected; a profitable branch of livestock husbandry has 
been developed; the land has been improved and mee 
has been honestly earned. Personal labor, managerial 
ability in surplus and sufficient initial capital are pon 
sible for the conversion of old and practically abandone 
fields into the best farm in the neighborhood.

Chapter VI.—The Black and White 
Color. 


HAT we understand as color 
\ \/ is merely a certain impression 

made on the retina of the 
eye by the pigments of the substance 
at which we are looking. As a gener- 
al thing nature created so far as pos- 
sible a harmonious combination be- 
tween animals and their surroundings. 
This is illustrated by the white bear 
of the polar region and also by the 
weasel that changes its color from 
white in winter to grey or brown in 
summer. These changes and_ these 
color schemes are a natural mode of 
protection against the enemies of the 
animal. The original color of the 
Holstein-Friesian cow was not black 
and white but probably dark gray or 
brown. We still find a race of ani- 
mals in Asia which is probably the 
tribe of our present cow with that 
brownish color and which color is in 
harmony with the surroundings. 


There are several factors. that 
have contributed to bring about this 
changing of color and the first one we 
mention is “man.” 

Because of over population of cer- ; 
tain regions in the very early days of the human _ race 
man was scaftered all over the world: The early books 
of the Bible tell us that Abraham and Job and others of 
like importance in the civil and political life were describ- 
ed as great cattle possessors who sent their sons and 
daughters to distant parts with some cattle which we 
would call foundation herds on purpose to develop and 
extend these herds for themselves. 

As results of these immigrations the cattle came under 
very different conditions as to feed, weather and other 
circumstances. The original land of the cow was a mild 
climate with average soil. After these cows were placed, 
some in hot and some in cold regions, some on rich and 
some on poor soil, they became very different. Still other 
factors which entered into this transition from the original 
cow to what we know as the Holstein of today were the 
processes of domestication which were brought about by 
the protection provided for the animal by man- 
kind in place of the protection nature had provided. The 
changes that have taken place are as radical from the 
cow’s original surrounding as if we had imported directly 
from Friesland to some of the warm southern states such 
as Tennessee. Animals that were forced to undergo this 
radical change suddenly would be weakened physically, 
they would fall off in milk flow and general degeneration 
would be the result. A gradual change is far more ad- 
vantageous, giving a cow an opportunity to modify her 
digestion according to the change of feed. These changes 
in climate and feed have had their influence on the color 
of the animal. 


Chapter VIII.—The Influence of the Ground or Soil on 
the Cow’s Bodily System. 

In the province of Friesland, we find two kinds of 
cows as to the size. The farmer speaks, when on the 
market, of a sand and a clay cow, the latter being of big 
size and heavy build, in contrast with the former smaller 
and lighter cow. Without any theoretical explanation 
the farmer can tell you on which farm heavy cattle and 
on which light cattle are raised. 

The old farmer knew also very well that improving 
the soil meant improving the quality of the cattle, or that 
young cattle raised on good pasture gave better cows 
than on poor land. He also knew the fertilizing value 
of animal excrement and, in the preserving of the manure, 
he has shown himself to be a master hand, hence for a 
good part the excellent condition of his pasture up to 
this day. An old proverb is “A farmer’s wealth is situated 
in the manure pile,” which explains sufficiently that they 
appreciated the manure value very much.

direct importation of cattle from the 
province of Friesland into a south.

It is a fact of common knowledge 
that fertile grounds generally con. 
tain in rich measure those elements 
which are needed for the good grow- 
ing of the plant. These elements we 
know as nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
potassium, lime and about a dozen 
others of less importance. When we 
reduce the plant or the animal body 
to ashes, we will find in both the 
same elements, which shows us that 
there is between these two a near 
relation. The plant, however, stands 
higher in point of feed production, 
If we feed a cow, for example, rock 
phosphate or sodium nitrate, she will 
not make much out of it, but giving 
these stuffs to the plarit, it will make much and fine feed 
for its consumers. 

These stuffs, as phosphor and:lime, we call the min- 
erals of a feed and the animal body not only needs these 
for building up the bone, but also for the other bodily 
tissues, muscles and glands. Depriving an animal of these 
things will cause lameness and other diseases. Hence, 
we feed lime to feeble legged hogs, feeble calves and 
dogs. This is also-one of the reasons why alfalfa is such 
an excellent feed. Alfalfa contains, aside from much pro- 
tein, minerals, especially lime. 

As I mentioned, the Friesian pastures contain a great 
variety of grasses and also a good quantity of minerals. 

Apart from the great quantity of minerals, the grasses 
contain by their variety a number of important other 
stuffs, the so-called vitamines, and different kinds of pro- 
teins, all characteristics that contribute in high degree to 
the good development of the calf and the cow. 

About these vitamines or vitals, and also about the 
different kinds of proteins in feed and their influence, the 
reader will probably read and has read already many 
times inthe last couple of years and therefore it will not 
be superfluous to expatiate here on this subject_a little. 
Every day science teaches us something new. Formerly 
it was not an easy matter to formulate a balanced ration; 
this is not the case now, as we will see. For a long time 
and for the greater part still in Friesland, the farmer and 
the cow are both contented with their situations: The 
farmer, when he could feed his cows that much, as to 
keep the cow in good bodily and healthy condition and 
milk production; the cow when she might enjoy a g00 
quantity of good hay and as a big dainty some linseed 
oil cake. About 20 years ago, however, there came 4 
gradual changing in the ideas about the feed of our ant 
mals and nowadays, we have again new ideas and after a 
couple of years, perhaps again new, and where will be 
the end? 

Balancing rations in the present time is rather the 
work of an up-to-date feed chemist or agricultural expert, 
as every day science teaches us something new. 

A long time we have been contented by knowing that 
a balanced ration was such a combination of feedstuffs, 
as would supply the wants and products of an anima 
in a period of 24 hours. 

The tables of Professors WHaecker, Vellner, Kuhn, 
d’Auberton, Henry or other learned persons, who deserve 
the thanks on this feeding problem, show us that a cow 
weighing 1,000 pounds requires for bodily maintenance 
75 pounds digestible protein, .12 pounds digestible fat,

The History of the Breed 


HE Holstein-Friesian World is proud to announce that 

it can continue the series of articles by Dr. L. S, Dijkstra 
who is one of the best authorities on the breeding of the 
Holstein cow in her native land.

The Camera for the Breeder 


HE camera is one of the most important adjuncts of 

the breeder’s equipment. Frequently he has an oppor- 
tunity to make the full price of his outfit through the 
use of a single picture. The man who handles his camera 
right and who is able to get high class pictures is fortu- 
nate in the extreme. And any man of intelligence who will

CLEAN DAIRY UTENSILS NEC- 
ESSARY FOR CLEAN MILK. 
Most of the bacteria which get into 

milk come from the dirty cow and 

from the utensils, such as cans, pails, 
strainers, coolers, and separators, 
which have not been properly 
cleaned. In winter the cows are like- 
ly to become dirty from confinement 
in the barn, but in summer they are 
easily kept clean so that they are 
then of little relative importance in 
contaminating milk. On the other 
hand, a far greater number of bac- 
teria get into milk from dirty uten- 
sils in summer than from a dirty cow 
in winter. 
A bacterial count recently made 
from some of the rinsing water left 
in an eight-gallon can, which had 
been washed 12 hours before, showed 
the can to contain more than three 
billion bacteria. Eight gallons of 
milk placed in this can would have 
received a contamination of nearly 

100,000 bacteria for each cubic centi- 

meter. This can had been thoroughly 

rinsed and left covered in a room 

where the temperature was about 70 

degrees Fahrenheit. An experiment 

made during the winter when the 
temperature was below 50 degrees 
showed fewer than 3,000,000 bacteria 
in a can similarly treated, which 
would mean a contamination of few- 
er than 100 for each cubic centimeter 
of milk. 

A can which was rinsed, subse- 
quently heated with steam and then 
turned right side up with the cover 
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off until dry, contained approximate- 
ly 200,000 bacteria or a contamination 
of about 7 for each cubic centimeter. 

Experiments of this sort which 
have been carried on at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri College of Agricul- 
ture indicate that the point of chief 
importance in the care of dairy uten- 
sils, especially in warm weather, is 
thorough drying after cleaning. 
Cleaning will remove a large per cent 
of the bacteria and much of the food 
for their growth. Application § of 
steam for 30 seconds kills very few, 
but it will supply heat to dry the 
utensils which prevents bacterial 
growth so that there will be practi- 
cally no more present 12 hours later 
than five minutes after washing the 
utensils, 

Much emphasis has been laid upon 
thorough cleaning of utensils, and 
rightly so, but the process of drying 
is equally as important in warm 
weather. Drying should not be done 
with a cloth, but by heating the uten- 
sils in hot water, steam or oven suffi- 
ciently to evaporate moisture. 

General recommendations for the 
care of utensils are: 1. Rinse in luke 
warm water as soon after use as pos- 
sible. 2. Wash in hot water contain- 
ing washing powder which will re- 
move grease. 3. Rinse in clean hot 
water and place in live steam 15 sec- 
onds, drain and place right side up 
until steam evaporates. On the farm

A 
part of its wealth and the wealth and 
prosperity of its members, and a large 
part too, is due to the liberal laws of 
the country in which it has operated.

world. Holstein men everywhere

A. L. Brockway 
participated in the discussion, giving 
definitions of pasteurization and out- 
lining the new law in New York 
state. The matter was brought to a 
vote, when O. U. Kellogg presented 
a resolution that a committee, con- 
sisting of Fred F. Field and two 
other members of the association, ap- 
pointed by the president, be empower- 
ed to take up with the members of 
the association and the associated 
clubs, methods of eradicating tuber- 
culosis successfully employed at the 
Field farm, or any other methods. 
This was passed. 

The committee is given power to 
incur the necessary expense and em- 
ploy the necessary men to carry out 
the instructions of this resolution. 
This action on the part of the asso- 
ciation is one of the most important 
forward steps ever taken by the 
Holstein breeders of America. 

The meeting adjourned late in the 
afternoon after other business mat- 
ters has been transacted and _ the 
membership were entertained by the 
Holstein-Friesian club of New Eng- 
land at a banquet in the ballroom of 
the Bancroft on Wednesday evening.

of the auction, eager for the chance 
to bid on the beautiful animals in the 
Pelicres such a sale” was the verdict 
of everybody who saw it, even at the 
end of the first day’s selling, and 
when the world’s record price for a 
female dairy animal at public auction 
was again broken on Friday the en- 
thusiasm of the breeders knew no 
bounds. Men leaped on seats in their 
excitement; hats flew in the air; and 
millionaires clapped common farmers 
on their backs in ecstasy at the popu- 
larity of the breed. 

There was no lack of demonstra- 
tion at the Thursday selling. There 
was applause for the little white son 
of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th and the 
great white heifer when he was led

into the ring; there was applause for 
the 32-pound heifer bred to the Pine 
Grove Farms herd sire; and there was 
applause for the world’s greatest two- 
year-old, the Howe “family” consign-

family. But the breeders were de- 
corous only while the preliminary 
talks were being given about these 
wonderful animals. Bidding broke 
loose like wildfire on each of these 
individuals and continued with only 
an occasional pause for a talk by the 
auctioneers, or the owners, or some 
one in the audience who wanted to 
testify to their splendid qualifications. 

Possibly the most dramatic of the 
three record-breaking sales of the 
first day was that of the great Glen 
Alex Queen De Kol 275362, Mrs. 
Howe’s “Queenie.” Mr. Moyer said 
it made him feel like a thug to rob 
Mrs. Howe of her. Several times 
during the afternoon reference was 
made to the sale that afternoon of 
the champion, and 500 men and wom- 
en waited supperless until 7:40 o’clock 
that night to see so great a champion 
knocked down to the highest bidder. 
John Arfmann started her off at 
$7,000. Someone offered $7,100, and 
there was a pause. But not for long, 
for the bids came quickly by hun- 


dreds and five hundreds until $1,000 
was bid, and the hitherto highest 
price for a dairy cow had been reached 
by a two-year-old.

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Intensive Dairying in Australia 


By J. R. MacDONALD 


The bulk of the land for a consid- 
erable radius around Sydney, New 
South Wales, is not of a class suited 
to pasture dairying, the soil gener- 
ally being inferior. But the metro- 
politan population of some 80,000 
creates a demand for a large quan- 
tity of dairy products, and the man- 
ner in which much of the supply is 
forthcoming is novel and interesting. 
The requirements are met by means 
of an intensive or artificial scheme of 
dairying of a pronounced type. There 
are several such dairy farms in the 
environs of Sydney, and as the popu- 
lation of any suburb becomes con- 
gested these dairies advance farther 
out. 

Half an hour’s journey from the 
center of the metropolis took the 
writer to the farm herein described, 
the electric cars passing but 100 
yards from the gate. The area is con- 
fined to some three acres in all. Most 
of it is taken up with home buildings 
and garden, and with cow, milking, 
and food storage sheds, the only yard 


or run for the animals consisting of 
less than one acre. 

One hundred cows comprise the 
herd. Milking begins at 2 a. m. and 
11 a. m. The cows are driven from 
the yard to the milking shed, where 
an up-to-date plant of New Zealand 
manufacture performs the task to the 
satisfaction of the owner. As the 
cows are released from the machine 
they make their way into the feeding 
shed, where they line up in a long 
double row of stalls, facing one an- 
other at the feed box, extending three 
parts the length of the shed, the far- 
ther end of which is used as the feed- 
preparing department, standing ad- 
jacent to the food storage sheds. 

The milking and feeding take the 
owner and his two assistants three 
hours. After about an hour at their 
meal the cows are liberated to the 
small outside yard, where a plentiful 
supply of water is always available. 
The yard leans at a desirable slope to- 
wards a mass of rock and stone, ter- 
minating in a declivity and making

_The food supplied to the herd cin 
sists of a mash of maize corn, from 
which the starch had been separated 
at the mill, and bran and lucerne or 
ordinary chaff, mixed and heated 
The cows are fed at the rate of one 
bucketful each of this mixture, to- 
gether with as much lucerne hay as 
they can eat. Lucerne is grown very 
largely in Australia. 

The production of milk runs to 
nine and sometimes 10 quarts from 
each cow per day—say, 10 per cent 
higher than a_ similar average ob- 
tained from good pasture grazing. 
Under this system of dairying, milk- 
ing is continuous the year through- 
out. The cows are veritably turned 
into milk machines; nevertheless 
many of the animals remain in the 
herd for three years. When they 
show signs of failing production they 
are replaced by other and younger 
stock. Such, however, is the condi- 
tion-making nature of their feed that 
when they are disposed of they are 
practically ready for the butcher, and 
command a substantial price accord- 
ingly. The animals are exceptionally 
healthy. Sometimes Epsom salts are 
given, but the food is of such a bal- 
anced nature that, with an abundance 
of good water, health is well main- 
tained. 


The owner states that a cold weath- 
er spell is always accompanied by a 
decline in milk yield, which shows 
that the temperature rule applies to 
this hothouse system of dairying as 
well as pasture grazing. He also in- 
stances a peculiarity of the bovine 
race—at least, under the conditions in 
duestion: if one of the herd falls 
down the other cows will, if chance 
permits, surround it and gore it to 
death. Otherwise the members of the 
herd live on terms of. reasonable 
amity one with the other. 

The payableness of this system of 
dairying is substantial. Where the 
dairvman is familiar with stock and 
produce markets great savings may 
be effected in buying at favorable op- 
portunities—say, when fodder is at a 
low price, and when there is ample 
accommodation to store supplies for 
perhaps several months ahead.—Jour- 
nal of Agriculture, New Zealand.

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Milk and Communicable Diseases 


By LINSLY R. WILLIAMS, M. D., Deputy Commissioner 
of Health, New, York State 


N outbreak of communicable 
A disease was traced to consump- 
tion of raw milk as far back as 
1854. Since that time a large number 
of epidemics have been traced to the 
consumption of raw milk, and in each 
instance it was found that there was, 
or had been, a case of specific com- 
municable disease upon the dairy 
farm where the milk was produced, 
or among employes handling the 
milk. , There is now a large amount 
of literature on the subject of milk- 
borne diseases and numbers of epi- 
demics of septic sore throat, typhoid 
fever, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
have been found to be due to the use 
of raw milk which had been infected 
with the organisms of these diseases. 
The work of the British Royal 
Commission on the Study of Bovine 
Tuberculosis and that of Theobald 
Smith, Ravenel and Park, in this 
country, have conclusively demon- 
strated the fact that bovine tuber- 
culosis may be transmitted to man 
and that from 5 to 15 per cent of alf 
cases of tuberculosis in children are 
of bovine origin. During. the past 
year and a half there have been re- 
ported to the state department of 
health at Albany over 800 cases of 
communicable diseases causing 37 


deaths which were due to outbreaks 
of scarlet fever, septic sore throat, 
diphtheria and typhoid fever. In each 
epidemic the cases occurred largely 
upon the milk route of one dairy. A 
careful study of these epidemics has 
shown in each instance that the cause 
was due to the presence of an indi- 
vidual affected with one of these dis- 
eases upon a dairy farm supplying the 
milk to the persons who become ill of 
the disease. 

The use of raw milk has not gener- 
ally been considered in this country 
as a source of danger, but for many 
years physicians in ‘Continental Eur- 
ope have regularly recommended the 
use of boiled milk for the feeding of 
children and infants. About 20 odd 
years ago there was introduced into 
this country a change in infant feed- 
ing caused by the boiling or pasteuri- 
zation of milk. As time wore on and 
the demand for the use of this milk 
became more widespread, physicians 
reported unfortunate results and a 
few cases of scurvy were described 
among the many thousands of chil- 
dren using it. 

With the increasing difficulties of 
introducing an adequate supply of 
fresh milk, several of the larger milk 
dealers in our great cities conceived

When this syste 
be more generally applied objection 
was made to it by health boards and 
physicians for the following reasons: 
The health boards objected betas 
they felt that this would enable a 
scrupulous milk dealers to sterilize 
filthy and disease-infected milk, and 
that in the milk which had been hea. 
ed in this manner the lactic acid bac- 
teria would be destroyed and the 
milk, instead of souring, would be. 
come putrid and would be consumed 
without the consumer knowing that 
the milk had spoiled, as it would not 
have the well-known sour taste. Phy- 
sicians objected on the ground that 
the consumption of this milk by in- 
fants and children would result in 
large numbers of cases of scurvy. 
The opposition was nowhere greater 
than in the city of New York. 

Six years ago the city of New York 
adopted the general chlorination of 
the entire water supply. of the city. 
This did not produce the expected 
diminution in the amount of typhoid 
fever in the greater city and a more 
thorough study of the cases of 
typhoid fever resulted in the discov- 
ery of several widespread epidemics 
of typhoid fever upon the routes of 
one or more milkmen. By tracing 
this milk to its source, cases of ty- 
phoid fever and typhoid carriers were 
found upon the dairy farms which had 
infected nearly the entire milk supply 
of one or more dealers. These and 
other epidemics soon convinced the 
authorities of the city of New York 
of the importance of pasteurizing the 
entire milk supply of the city. 

In making a study of the subject 
it was found that milk pasteurized bv 
the flash system had a certain num- 
ber of disadvantages. Some of tne 
milk in passing rapidly over the heat- 
ed coil soon formed a film which 
varied in thickness so that in some 
places the stream of milk passing 
over the coil was subjected to varying 
degrees of heat. Careful, examina- 
tions made showed that such a meth- 
od of pasteurizing did not always de- 
stroy the pathogenic bacteria. Later 
investigation showed that such a high 
amount of heat was unnecessary in 
order to destroy all pathogenic bac- 
teria, and it was ultimately found that 
a temperature of from 142 to 145 de 
grees Fahrenheit, if maintained for a 
period of 30 minutes, would entirely 
destroy all pathogenic bacteria. 

(Certain objections, however, are 
still made to pasteurization as fol- 
lows: (1) Feeding of pasteurized 
milk to infants may cause scurvy: 
(2) pasteurized milk has a stale, flat 
or boiled taste; (3) pasteurization of 
milk diminishes the amount of cream 
in a bottle of milk; (4) pasteurization 
increases the cost of milk; (5) pas- 
teurization devitalizes the milk and 
reduces its food value. Each and 
every one of these objections can be 
readily met. E

Even if there may be a bh 
sible increase in the number of aun 
of scurvy, it is fairly generally admit- 
ted by children’s specialists that the 
danger from milk-borne diseases is 
far greater than the danger of scurvy. 
and that by the proper administration 
of orange juice to infants, beginning 
at the sixth month or earlier, the oc. 
currence of scurvy will be prevented 
The second objection, as to the 
change in taste of pasteurized milk 
has a certain foundation because if 
milk be heated to above 155 degrees 
Fahrenheit, it will have a somewhat 
boiled or flat taste, but if milk be 
properly pasteurized within the tem- 
perature limits now usually pre- 
scribed by cities and states, there will 
be no alteration in the taste. Simple 
experiments will readily demonstrate 
this. Many persons: have made the 
simple test of sampling first raw and 
then pasteurized milk and have not 
been able to. distinguish between 
them. Pasteurization properly per- 
formed produces absolutely no 
change in taste. If there is a change 
in taste it is always found that the 
milk has been heated to a higher tem- 
perature than is necessary. 


It has been stated by some observ- 
ers that there is a diminution in the 
amount of cream when milk is pas- 
teurized. This complaint is made by 
the consumer. A complete series of 
experiments carried,out in the labor- 
atory of the New York City Depart- 
ment of Health by Kilbourne showed 
that there was a diminution -in the 
volume of butterfat, which rose to the 
surface in milk which had been heated 
to a temperature higher than is nec- 
essary through faulty pasteurization, 
and that within certain limitations 
the higher the temperature to which 
the milk was heated the smaller the 
amount of cream which rose to the 
surface, But even at the higher tem- 
perature there is a diminution in the 
amount of cream which rises of only 
10 per cent. It should be definitely 
understood, however, that evetl 
though the cream line be diminished 
there is absolutely no diminution m 
the nutritive value. 

It must be admitted that the cost 
of machinery and the cost of operat- 
ing a pasteurizing plant is consider- 
able, but the actual cost is far less 
than 1 per cent per quart of milk and 
in some communities in New York 
state properly pasteurized milk 1s 
now being sold at the same rate as 
the raw product, and the concerns 
selling this milk are making money 
from the sale of their product. 

A number of experiments have 
been made in _ feeding pasteurized 
milk to young, growing animals. It 
has been found that calves and other 
smaller animals, when fed on pas- 
teurized milk, will thrive just as wel 
and gain in weight just as steadily as 
when fed upon the raw product. An 
experiment carried on some years ago 
under the direction of Drs. Park and 
Holt, of New York City, in the feed- 
ing of infants, showed that infants fed 
at the breast had fewer cages of ill- 
ness among them and did better than 
infants who were fed upon properly 
modified milk. In two groups Of 10

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modified pasteurized milk there were 
fewer cases of diarrhea and fewer 
deaths among those fed on pasteur- 
ized modified milk than among those 
fed on raw modified milk. 

Another interesting fact is that the 
cities of New York, Boston and Chi- 
cago have for from three to five 
years had a large majority of their 
milk supply pasteurized, and during 
this period there has been a large 
diminution in infant mortality and in 
the number of deaths from diarrheal 
diseases. 


It would seem, therefore, that the 
chief objection to the pasteurization 
of milk is that it is a change from the 
long-continued habit of the use of 
raw milk and that, although there 
may be a slight increase in the cost 
of milk that has been pasteurized, yet 
the health insurance that is given in 
preventing a larger number of epi- 
demics of milk-borne ‘infectious dis- 
eases is far more important than the 
small sum paid for this protection. 

It must be said, however, that there 
are still a number of medical men and 
health officers who contend that pas- 
teurized milk is nothing more than 
cooked filth, but sanitarians and 
health officers should insist that pas- 
teurized milk must be pasteurized 
clean milk and that every precaution 
should be taken to insure the milk 
being pasteurized in clean containers. 
The method of pasteurization should 
be supervised, for if the milk is im- 
properly pasteurized complaints will 
come, and they will be made against

MILK FAT IS NATURE'S FOOD 

The secretary of the National Dairy 
Union of America, Creasy 
has issued the following statement: ’ 

“Recent investigations carried on 
by Dr. Mendel of Yale, Dr. Osborne 
of Connecticut, and Dr. M’Collum 
of Wisconsin University, reveal the 
fact that butter and milk contain cer- 
tain food elements that are necessary 
for the growth of the young. Experi- 
ments were carried on by the above 
noted scientists by feeding a diet of 
fats similar to those used in the man- 
ufacture of oleomargarine to young 
animals. It was found that their 
growth in a short time was stopped. 
By changing their diet to milk, or but- 
ter, they resumed their normal condi- 
tion of growth. 

“Milk fat is nature’s food, intended 
for nourishing the young. It might 
be termed ‘life fat,’ as it comes from 
the milk of live animals, while oleo- 
margarine fats are ‘dead fats,’ or fats 
taken from dead animals. 

“The most nutritious part of butter 
is the volatile fatty acid content. 
Butter contains about eight per cent 
of the latter, while oleomargarine 
does not contain any except the little 
that comes from the milk used in its 
manufacture. 

“For growing children, milk fat is 
a necessity as an article of food, and 
oleomargarine cannot take its place.”

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THE WIFE A FACTOR IN SUC- 
CESSFUL DAIRYING.

Part I—Cost Accounting. 

OT many years ago the Hol- 
N stein was regarded as the rich 

man’s cow, bred for dairy 
shows and exhibits. That day has 
passed. She has proved herself to be 
the rich man’s cow by making good. 
In the books she has a credit balance. 
She has been likened to a great fac- 
tory fed raw material (in the shape 
of balanced rations) and turning out 
the finished product (in the shape of 
milk). 

No modern factory owner would 
attempt to run a factory without a 
cost accountant. No dairyman should 
attempt to run a dairy without a cost 
accountant. It is in this work that 
the wife can be of great service. Any 
woman capable of reading this page 
is intelligent enough to master the 
keeping of simple farm accounts. 
The man engaged in the actual work 
of farming is too fatigued after a 
long day’s work during the growing 
season to do this. The wife can eas- 
ily record the individual production 
of the herd, the consumption of feed 
and the marketing expense of the 
dairy. With very little study and 
care she can learn to use the Babcock 
tester and thus reduce the accounts to 
scientific accuracy. Women in cook- 
ing are more accustomed to minute 
measurements than men—hence are 
more accurate. They deal with tea- 
spoon, tablespoon and ounce meas- 
urements while men engaged in farm 
work deal with pounds, bushels and 
tons. 

I know of no other way by which 
the farmer who does his own farm 
work can reduce his dairy- 
ing to perfect efficiency 
than by making his wife his 
cost accountant. Turn over 
to her the herd books, the 
milk sheets, the feed rec- 
ords and the Babcock test- 
er and see if I am not cor- 
RECT.

TILLAGE IS MANURE. 


“Tillage is manure” is an old 
English saying and never more 
applicable than at this season when 
all fertilizing materials are high in 
price. The average soil is a _ rich 
storehouse of plant food and a con- 
siderable part of the business of good 
soil management is to release that 
plant food for the use of growing 
crops. 

Fairly deep plowing—as a rule an 
inch more than at the preceding time 
—should be followed by a thorough 
working down. If the soil is dry 
enough to work freely it is not likely 
to be overpacked. The lower part 
of the plowed soil needs to be firm 
and in good contact with the subsoil 
so that the seed may quickly have the 
required moisture. 

Repeated stirring the soil with har- 
rows and drags turns it over and over 
and exposes it to the light and air, 
both of which agencies are important 
in cleansing the soil and making it 
active for plant growth by modifying 
its chemical nature and by promoting 
the growth of the desirable types of 
bacteria that abound in every soil. 

Thorough disking immediately af- 
ter plowing, going with the furrows, 
presses them down and does some 
pulverizing. Cross disking, and the 
use of the spring tooth harrow and 
the planker, further carry out the op- 
eration of firming, stirring, and pack- 
ing. The smaller the seed to be 
planted the better should be the seed 
bed. A seed bed prepared in _ the 
manner just described will have 
plenty of moisture close up to the sur- 
face and will be warmer than if left 
coarse and open.

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NEW _ YORK’S NEW 
BERCULOSIS LAW.” 


_ Governor Whitman of New 
York last week signed a new 
tuberculosis bill, which has just 
been passed by the legislature 
of the state of New York. This 
bill embodies numerous re- 
forms which have been so h 
by the breeders of this state tae 
d of this state for 
a number of years. It provides 
for a mandatory physical exam- 
ination to be employed in de- 
tecting cases of bovine tuber- 
culosis. It permits a freer use 
of tuberculin, but provides at 
the same time a means whereby 
the state department can check 
up the work of any breeder 
using this agent. The new law 
also permits the agricultural 
department to organize the 
State into districts for carrying 
out the provisions of the law 
regarding physical examination, 
and a provision permitting ac- 
credited herds also appears in 
the new law. 

With the physical examina- 
tion properly enforced as the 
law provides, the department 
will now be able to reach all 
the cattle in the state of New 
York instead of just the few 
that pass through a sale, either 
public or private. In this way 
it is hoped that the elimination 
of tuberculosis from the bovine 
population of New York may 
be speeded up. 

The new law embodies re- 
forms that have been fought for 
very vigorously by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Club ot 
New York state and _ allied 
clubs throughout the state.

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RETAIN BREEDING ANIMALS. 


“Don’t sell your breeding animals 
unless you can_ replace them’ with 
better ones.” This is the message of 
the’ United States Department of 
Agriculture to farmers and all those 
engaged in stock raising everywhere. 

“Don’t let the temptation of high 
prices now being offered for livestock 
or undue fear of the prices ‘asked 
for many popular feeds mislead you 
into selling a cow or sow that will 
drop the golden calf or litters. Such 
nearsighted profit taking or lack of 
courage, if widespread, would strike 
at the foundation of the country’s 
livestock industry and cripple it for 
years to come. As there is a shortage 
of meat animals throughout the 
world, we can not hope to import new 
breeding stock to replace those we 
foolishly have killed off. Our own 
breeding animals, therefore, must be 
regarded as the seed essential to the 
domestic meat supply of the nation. 

“Feeds not available or needed for 
human consumption should be used 
as largely as possible in feeding live- 
stock. By feeding straw or corn 
stover, especially for wintering ma- 
ture stockers and breeding animals, 
farmers will make the best possible 
use of these roughages. In this way 
a large proportion of the straw and 
stover ordinarily burned or wasted 
can be manufactured into meat and 
milk. Grain sorghums, wherever 
they are available, should be fed to 
release corn for human uses. Grain, 
where fed, should be used as econo- 
mically as possible. 

“Every animal should be a factory 
for turning into food material inedi- 
ble for human beings. This will 
necessitate changes in many feeding 
formulas, and stockmen are urged to 
apply at once to the United States 
Department of Agriculture or their 
state agricultural colleges for infor- 
mation as to the most effective and 
economical methods of feeding live- 
stock under existing emergency con- 
ditions.” 


HOLSTEINS IN TEXAS. 


Prof. 'C. M. Evans of the Univer- 
sity of Texas has written to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World telling of the 
remarkable importations of Holsteins 
from other sections of the country 
into Texas. He ‘says that the Texas 
farmers have purchased all told about 
700 head during the past 12 months, 
the majority of them being mature 
cows although some are shipped into 
the state as young stock. Mr. Evans 
believes that it is preferable to send 
younger animals down into Texas 
rather than the mature cattle for it 
gives them an opportunity to become 
more thoroughly acclimated. He says 
that in some parts of thé state it is 
impossible to make the farmers be- 
lieve that there is such a thing as a 
cow that will give from 60 to 75 
pounds of milk per day. He also ad- 
vises that business men and bankers 
are taking up the work with the idea 
of encouraging the farmers to take 
hold of it more thoroughly from time 
to time.

Every kind of feed has Fy 
amino acids, reaching quite different 
from each other, even sometimes me 
ponent and so it is a matter of the 
most importance that we know what 
kind of composing foodstuffs we hay 
to put together in the ration, | shall 
try to explain the importance of thi 
in a few examples to the readers, 
taking human as well as animal : 
amples. es 

A well-known disease among th 
sailors of former years was the ~ 
called “scorbut” disease. The pa- 
tient got red or yellow spots over the 
whole body and debility was often 
universal and extreme. The teeth 
were often loose and the blood was 
flowing from the natural body 
openings in such a degree that the 
patient died of blood loss. The doc- 
tors of that time did not know how 
to combat the disease, so that it was 
considered as a fatal one. Later in- 
vestigations, however, brought to 
light the fact that giving a variation 
of food to the patients not only cured 
them but also prevented the disease. 
We now know that an abundant feed- 
ing of pant acid salts in the shape of 
fresh vegetables as lettuce, lemons, 
potatoes, spinach and fresh drinking 
water comes to the relief. 

The same is the case with the in- 
fantile disease which we find with 
children, which have been fed too 
long on pasteurized, milk, the so- 
called Barlow disease. Variation of 
food also prevents and cures the for- 
merly dangerous disease, called the 
beriberi disease, a disease which 
characterizes itself by debility and 
tremors of the limbs. The patiem 
walks double, imitating the move- 
ment of a sheep, hence the word beri, 
which means sheep in the Hindu 
language. 

As a last example to quote the fol- 
lowing. It sometimes occurs in 
regions where the cows are con- 
demned to stand six or eight months 
in stables. Notwithstanding the best 
feeding these cows lose in milk pro- 
duction, get indigestion and show, in 
short, the symptoms of a sick cow, 
though it cannot be said where to 
find the real cause. Such cows now 
are “digestion tired” and the only 
remedy is to turn them out in the 
field or try to get abundantly green 
fodder feeding. This disease will, of 
course, only occur in those regions 
where the quantity ration is all right 
but not the quality. 

I repeat here, therefore, a cow may 
get a complete ration, quite conform 
to the quantities and may. still not 
do well when the ration is quality 
wrong. ; 

A partially fed animal can never 
procure what the owner expects from 
her. Insufficient feeding may 
rather called the feeding of hay sup” 
plemented by any of our dry ean 
kinds, as wheat bran, cottonsee 
meal, corn meal, ground oats, etc. d 
good ration, however, will be forme 
































if we supplement this ration with 
corn silage. We can make a good 
ration by taking 17 parts corn silage, 
five parts hay, two parts wheat bran, 
one part cottonseed meal, one part 
corn meal and two parts ground oats. 
In this ration we find sufficient of the 
stuffs which build up the 
quality of the ration. I would say 
that in any ration, there has to be a 
certain amount of palatable making 
stuffs in the shape of green fodder or 
ensilaged matter. 

Another important factor of the 
last time, which is of no less value 
than the former, is the fact that we 
find in every feed a different kind of 
protein and amino acids, as I men- 
tioned before and that these proteins 
do not represent the same value in 
the body. Formerly we were con- 
tented to know that protein was a 
muscle making and blood forming 
part of the food and that it could be 
replaced partly by the carbohydrates. 
We know that some of them are not 
able to perform this function, i. e., 
corn protein and wheat protein. 
Science teaches us further that most 
of the proteins are composed of 
about 30 amino acids. What are those, 
the reader will ask. It is a fact of 
well known knowledge that .the feed 
in our digestive canal is decomposed 
in single stuffs, i. e., the fat becomes 
glycerinum and fat acids, the com- 
posed sugars and carbohydrates be- 
come single sugar. The protein be- 
comes decomposed by the protein fer- 
ments, pepsinum, trypsinum, crepsin- 
um, etc., in less composed acids, spec- 
ial the intestines. From these amino 
acids, I only mention here the capi- 
tal, which the reader might meet in 
papers—tryptophanum, lisinum,  cis- 
tinum, glycocoll, argininum, ornithi- 
num. 

Some of these amino acids can be 
missed by the body, i. e., glycocoll, 
which the body prepares itself and 
which stuff we also do not find in the 
milk protein (casein). Tryptophanum, 
however, can never be missed and 
now the scientists have found that 
this tryptophanum does not occur in

The Tri-County, New York, Sale 


There was a large outer fringe of 
visitors and onlookers and a_ small 
inner circle of bidders and buyers at 
the fifth annual spring sale of the 
Tri-County Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ Association held at Sidney, N. Y. 
June 4th. The sales pavilion was 
packed, in spite of the fact that it 
was one of June’s perfect days and 
farmer-patriots might have been ex- 
pected to remain at home a-planting 
corn, and the interest in the selling 
was acute, though the tendency of 
the onlookers to “sandwich in” a 
year’s conversation with neighbor 
Bill and neighbor Jim ruffled at times 
the serene temper of ‘Col. Kelley, the 
chief auctioneer. S. T. Wood, of the 
Liverpool Sales and Pedigree Com- 


pany acted as sale director and assisted” 


Kelley in the ring. The catalog was 
compiled by the Liverpool concern 
while Mrs. E. E. Risley, wife of the 
secretary of the Tri-County Associa- 
tion, efficiently acted as clerk of the 
sale. 

The association this year made 
several radical departures from its 
customary practice. It limited the 
selling to one day instead of two; it 
dispensed with the services of a sale 
company in the management of the 
auction, and it sold no animals which 
had not passed the tuberculin test, 
if of.age, and which did not come up 
to a high standard of Holstein merit. 
The last requirement, which eliminat- 
ed all animals with glaring physical 
defects, resulted in the presentation 
of a much better looking bunch of 
sellers, and while there was some 
doubt in the minds of members after 
the sale as to whether or not the ap- 
plication of the tuberculin test re- 
quirement resulted in any increase in 
the prices buyers were willing to pay, 
there was no doubt in the minds of 
those who have followed the Tri- 
County sales for several years 
that the quality of the sale will be 
greatly improved by rigid adherence, 
in future, to the high standard set 
this season. There was but one ex- 
ception to this rule, made in the case 
of the C. W. Ireland Co. of Bain- 
bridge, because of the settlement of 
an estate. These consignors disposed 
of a two-teated cow, the last offering 
of the afternoon. The shortening of 
the sale to one day necessarily re- 
duced the number of animals in the 
ring, and as the selling was slow 
before the noon recess lively action 
was required in the afternoon to auc- 
tion off the entire lot of 75. 


The list of consignors this year 
included Ralph Corbin, the ‘C. W. 
Ireland Co. and Ward C. Loomis, all 
of Bainbridge; Otto L. Ives of Guil- 
ford; M.'C. Johnston and R. W. Siver 
of Sidney; E. L. Hall of Oneonta; 
J. H. Vandervort of Sidney Center; 
and E. E. Risley of Walton; “all old- 
timers” of the association. In addi- 
tion there were consignments from 
the herds of Eugene La Munion, Sols- 
ville; C. W. Pettingell, Ischua; and 
G. W. Topliff, Afton. 

The outstanding consignment of 
the sale was easily that of C. W. Ire- 
land Co., an entire herd of 20 animals 
being sold because of the death last 
fall of one of the partners, O. L. 
Crumb. This offering included four 
record cows, one of them a daughter 
of King of the Pontiacs out of the 
20-pound Frindaella 2d; another a 
daughter of King Walker Segis out 
of Prilly Segis; a 20-pound daughter 
of Sir Prilly Walker out of a 22- 
pound daughter of King Segis; and 
still another, a granddaughter of 
Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad 
with Woodcrest breeding on_ both 
sides of her pedigree. This latter 
heifer, Jennie Woodcrest ‘Columbia, 
topped the sale at $420. She has just 
turned five years old, has a two-year- 
old record of 18.19 pounds, and was 
sold fresh to E. A. Vandervort of 
White City Farms. Eleven of the 18 
females in the Ireland consignment 
were bred to Wellsland Spring Farm 
Pontiac, a 30-pound son of Spring 
Farm Pontiac Cornucopia,- the $15,000 
bull, and a daughter of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke out of one of that sire’s get. The 
average brought by the Ireland con- 
signment, exclusive of two bull calves 
and the two-teated cow mentioned 
above, was $218 per head. The aver- 
age of the 14 females over one year 
old was $237 per head; while that of 
the 11 females bred to the Spring 
Farm bull was close to $250.. This 
consignment also included the second 
and third highest priced animals sold; 
a daughter of King Walker sold for 
$310 and the one previously mention- 
ed, by King of the Pontiacs, sold for 
$295. King Walker and King Segis 
breeding was prominent in the ~edi- 
grees.

The idea of the 
day’s program 1s a get-together 
proposition, not criticism, but every- 
one is in it for what he can gather 
from the talks and an exchange of 

as. 

* veterinarian will discuss such 
troubles as garget, tuberculosis and 
contagious abortion with especial ref- 
erence to the cause and control of 
these diseases. 

Systems of management which will 
prevent white scours and calf pneu- 
monia will be outlined and _ proper 
procedure to stamp out these diseases 
emphasized. 

The importance and value of pure 
water and adequate ventilation of 
buildings with their effect upon pro- 
duction and health will be pointed 
out.

ILO building in all corn 
areas in Minnesota is being 
urged by the state commit- 
tee on food production and con- 
servation as one means of megt- 
ing the world’s food shortage 
and of helping to win the war. 


Silage on the farm this year 
will be as effective as shrapnel 
on the firing line. It will also 
add to the profits of the farm. 


The -grain fed to dairy cows 
alone in the United States can 
be reduced one-fourth by the 
use of silage. This would mean 
a saving of 75,000,000 bushels of 
grain for human food. In Min. 
nesota, the saving would be 4- 
300,000 bushels of grain, says 
A. D. Wilson, chairman of the 
state food committee. This 
would be a tremendous contri- 
bution in helping to bring the 
war to a speedy end, and con- 
sequently in saving human 
lives. Moreover, it would add 
enormously to the farmers’ in- 
come. 


A silo built this year, also, 
would be a permanent addition 
to the profit-producing equip- 
ment of the farm. 


The advantages of the silo in 
brief are these: 


Silage cuts the amount of 
grain in livestock rations. 


It gives practically a certain 
supply of livestock feed as corn 
is the surest crop in the state. 


It gives feed of very high 
quality. Because silage makes 
use of the whole corn plant, it 
is palatable and’ succulent es- 
pecially for winter feeding when 
most of the feed is in a dry 
form, and it increases the di- 
gestibility of the dry feeds. 


The silo insures the corn 
crop, making it possible to save 
corn that might otherwise be 
lost on account of immaturity 
when frosts come.

MR. FIELD ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


One of the most interesting matters 
discussed in an annual meeting in ré- 
cent years was that of methods for 
the eradication of tuberculosis which 
Fred F. Field of Dutchland Farms un- 
dertook for the information of those 
present at the annual meeting at 
Worcester last week. At the begin- 
ning of his talk Mr. Field assured 
breeders that they must first be hon- 
est with themselves in a matter of 
this kind. They must provide clean,

light and well ventilated quarters for 
their cows. They must pasteurize 
milk fed to calves, assuming in cases 
of doubt that the breeding cows were 
reactors. He advocated that calves 
should be removed from the dams at 
birth and stated that the practice at 
Dutchland Farms did not allow the 
calf near the dam at any time after 
birth, not even for the usual practice 
of being licked dry by its mother. 

In pasteurization Mr. Field recom- 
mended the holding process, which 
consists of heating the milk to 145 de- 
grees and holding it at this tempera- 
ture for 30 minutes. He recommend- 
ed that sputum-cultures be taken by 
bacteriologists from every breeding 
cow assumed to be a reactor, and 
that if any so-called “spreaders” were 
detected they should be imediately 
separated from the others and kept 
separate. Mr. Field said that if such 
cows were valuable they could be 
kept under a quarantine, but if they 
had no special value as vreeding ani- 
mals they should be killed. 


In conclusion he said that the pres- 
ence of tuberculosis in a herd should 
not frighten breeders, for common 
sense and the application of correct 
principles would eliminate the disease. 
This had been accomplished, Mr. 
Field stated, in his herd. 

In the report of the meeting else- 
where in this issue reference is made 
to the appointment of a committee 
with Mr. Field as its head to take up 
with breeders and Holstein clubs the 
matter of spreading this information. 
Full details of the Field method of 
combating tuberculosis, it was an- 
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nounced, will be given in pamphlet 
form by this committee. The success- 
ful handling of this matter is believed 
to be merely a matter of education. 


HONORING GOVERNOR 
HOARD. 

In heading a subscription to a 
memorial for W. D. Hoard, the asso- 
ciation at Worcester on June 6th, rec- 
ognized fittingly the place that Gov- 
ernor Hoard occupies as “the fore- 
most agriculturist of America.” The 
association is appreciative of the 
qualities of one who has done so 
much to further breeders’ interests 
and its members feel that regardless 
of what form the memorial may take 
it will be but a very small tribute 
when set against the lifework of such 
a man. 

Governor Hoard did more for dairy 
interests, not only in his own but 
other states, than any other man has 
ever accomplished. Wisconsin glor- 
ies in his achievement and the Hol- 
stein breeders of every state of the 
union unite to do him honor. 

Had it not been for two dissenting 
votes the resolution called up by 
President Aitken to provide for this 
contribution would have been unant- 
mously passed at the first meeting. 
Upon second thought, however, both 
E. M. Hastings and Mr. Stevenson of 
Pennsylvania withdrew their nega 
tive votes and the association stands 
on record as unanimous in recogniz- 
ing Governor Hoard of Wisconsin.
